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Post-War Industrial Development—Seventeenth Article 





KASTERN REGION PRESENTS A RAPIDLY 
CHANGING INDUSTRIAL PICTURE

Continuing the series of articles on post-war industrial development in the United Kingdom, we publish below the first part of 


an article dealing with the Eastern Region. 


Earlier articles in the Series appeared in the Board of ‘Trade Journal on 


December 1, 8, 15 and 29, 1951 ; May 31, June 7 and 14, November 29, December 13 and 27, 1952 ; January 3, April 4, 
11 and 18, and August 1 and 8, 1953. 


LTHOUGH agriculture is in fact, as well as by tradition, the 
Pak wipe industry in the Eastern Region, there is probably 

a more rapidly changing industrial picture taking place in this 
area than in any other in the country. 

Geographically, the Eastern Region covers an area of approxi- 
mately 7,300 square miles, and includes the counties of Norfolk, 
Suffolk, Cambridgeshire, Huntingdonshire, Bedfordshire, Hertford- 
shire and Essex, with the exception of the Metropolitan areas in the 
last two counties, which come within the province of the London and 
South-Eastern Region. ‘The Eastern Region’s civilian population of 
3,097,000 is to a large extent made up of communities of small towns 
and villages—and in fact there are only five towns (Southend-on-Sea, 
Norwich, Luton, Ipswich and Hornchurch) with populations of over 
100,000, and of these only Southend has a population greater than 
150,000. Approximately one-third of the Region’s population is 
confined to towns on the fringe of London, an area including St. 
Albans, Watford, Romford and Letchworth. 

The picture of manufacturing industry in the Region is a sur- 
prisingly complicated one to present, for almost all aspects of manu- 
facture and industrial development are to be found—but for the most 
part on a small scale. ‘There are in fact only 113 establishments in 
the whole of the Region which employ 500 workers or more and 


among them their total labour force is only 153,000 which means that 
of the total of 387,000 workers in manufacturing industry 60 per cent. 
are employed by establishments with labour forces under 500. In all 
there are 2,600 manufacturing establishments employing 10 people 
or more, 

At first sight it would appear that the contribution of the Eastern 
Region to the national industrial effort would be a small one, and 
while no claim to gigantic production figures can be made in the 
general sphere of engineering it will be seen later from this article 
that the Region figures prominently in such industries as precision 
instruments, canning and television. 

Unfortunately it is not possible in such a confined space as an 
article of this length to refer to all aspects of industrial activities in the 
Region. Some industries not touched upon—such as brush making 
and the textile industry—have long-standing association with the 
Region while others, such as office machinery, household appliances 
and the rubber industry, have engaged on a number of new develop- 
ments in recent years. 

Undoubtedly one of the main factors affecting both population and 
industry in this Region is the development of the New Towns, six 
of which are to be found in Hertfordshire and Essex. It is still 
“ early days ”’ in the lives of these New ‘Towns but already the indica- 
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tions are that industry and former London citizens are in process of 
building up communities which will have a profound effect on the 
nation’s economy. Understandably there are teething troubles, with 
population and industry finding it difficult to “keep in step,” but 
there seems little doubt now that the New Towns will provide the 
Eastern Region with its greatest changes in the next few years. 


It may not perhaps be generally appreciated that historically the 
counties of the Eastern Region, and particularly those counties 
comprising East Anglia, have played a prominent part in the industrial 
development of Britain, and that in the Middle Ages the area was 
considered, next to London, to be that which industrially was the 
most highly developed. 


The small Suffolk town of Brandon claims that it has carried on 
the country’s most ancient industry, flint-knapping, for some 3,000 
years. Surprisingly enough its flints are to-day still in demand 
by a number of small arms societies in the United States. 


‘Testimony to the flourishing woollen industry of the East Anglia 
of the Middle Ages can be found in a wealth of magnificent guildhalls, 
woolhalls and churches at such places as Lavenham, Kersey, Long 
Melford and Thaxted. ‘The woollen industry was eventually won 
by the West Riding of Yorkshire, but the textile industry still lives

on in the Eastern Region with world famous firms such as Courtaulds, 
Kayser-Bondor and Ballito, while two Eastern Region silk firms 
(Stephen Walters & Co. Ltd., of Sudbury and Warner & Sons Ltd., 
Braintree), were responsible for weaving the material for some of the 
robes worn by the Queen at her Coronation. ‘Thanks largely to the 
Rural Industries Bureau, which is constantly encouraging the following 
of all traditional crafts, weaving is also to be found in isolated areas, 
one of which is at Worstead in Norfolk, the traditional birth-place 
of the form of weaving bearing its name. 


Historically also should be mentioned the Garden Cities of Letch- 
worth (which this year celebrates its 50th anniversary) and Welwyn, 
which were the first examples of modern town planning. ‘To-day 
Letchworth has over 70 firms and its products are in many instances 
world renowned. ‘They include the Hollerith accounting machinery, 
manufactured by the British Tabulating Machine Co. Ltd.,; the 
Everyman editions of J. M. Dent & Sons Ltd. (which have been 
published in Letchworth since 1906) ; and steel castings and mobile 
cranes by K. & L. Steelfounders & Engineers Ltd. 


Ihis last-named firm provides an example of an _ organisation 
isolated from the main centre of its particular industry—but neverthe- 
less a firm which has done much to increase its own productivity and 
exports. ‘The steel foundry is one of the largest in Britain, and 
the firm claims to be the largest producer of diesel-mechanical 
mobile cranes in the country. About 70 per cent. of the firm’s output 
of castings and 60 per cent. of its cranes are exported. In the foundry 
hardly any of the equipment and plant in use in 1939 remains, and 
large extensions have been made to the buildings. New equipment 
includes a 3500-kVA transformer for a 3}-ton arc melting furnace, 
while each year since the war has seen a large number of new machine 
tools installed.

the late Ebenezer Howard, whose enterprise led to the building of 
the Cities. 


New Towns 


The New Towns were planned as an important contribution to 
the problem of how best to give effect to the main assumptions of the 
Greater London Plan. This, it will be remembered, included 
proposals to move a substantial number of people and industry from 
the congested centre to the perimeter. 

The Eastern Region was particularly affected because the proposal 
was that the majority of the population to be moved should come from 
that part of London north of the river. In the event, eight New 
‘Towns have been designated for London—one in the south-eastern 
part of the London Region at Crawley, Sussex ; one in the Southern 
Region at Bracknell, Berkshire, and those in the Eastern Region at 
Basildon and Harlow (both in Essex), Hatfield, Hemel Hempstead, 
Stevenage and Welwyn Garden City (all in Hertfordshire). 

Only one of these New ‘Towns (Harlow) is new in the sense that 
it implies the development of an entirely new community. ‘The other 
five Towns are being developed from existing communities. One 
of the most significant of these is Welwyn Garden City which was 
founded in 1920 and whose designation as a New Town represented 
only the continuation of the development which had been proceeding 
for thirty years and in which, at the date of designation, there was 
already a well-developed industrial community including many 
well-known firms. In the 1951 Census Welwyn Garden City’s 
population was given as 18,800, and it is intended that this should be 
increased ultimately to 36,500. ‘The Garden City may be associated 
with its nearest neighbour, Hatfield, whose 1951 population of 9,300 
is expected to increase to 25,000. 

To a lesser degree, Hemel Hempstead and Stevenage are also 
expansions of existing communities. The New Town of Hemel 
Hempstead, with a population in 1951 of 22,100 and an ultimate 
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population of 60,000, was fortunate in that it started from the basis 
of a very old-established town with a considerable volume of local 
employment, well situated for both main road and main line railway 
services, and with excellent communication with the Midlands 
By the middle of this year, over 2,500 houses had been completed, 
and a number of very substantial new firms were already occupying 
factories 

The ultimate population of Stevenage, which was the first of the 
New ‘Towns to be designated as such in November 1946, is planned to 
increase from the 1951 total of 7,300 to 60,000. Work on this 
particular ‘Town has been developing rapidly during the last three 
years, and by mid-1953 some 1,500 houses had been completed, three 
factories occupied, four under construction, and a further nine 
approved 

The two New ‘Towns in Essex differ radically from the others in 
purpose and problems. Basildon, which lies about ten miles west 
of Southend-on-Sea, on the south of the main London-Southend 
road, is designed to create a New ‘Town of 80,000 people out of a 1951 
population of 24,600. The ‘Town is most favourably situated in 
relation to the industrial markets of both East London and East 
Anglia and has close links with the Thameside Docks. By mid-1953, 
over 800 houses, and two new factories had been completed, while 
five other factories, adding up to over 390,000 square feet, were under 
construction 

Harlow New ‘Town lies in a particularly beautiful rural area north 
of Epping. As the Development Corporation had to plan on what 
was almost a virgin site for a proposed population of 80,000 people, 
it had many difficult problems to contend with. ‘he ‘own has, 
nevertheless, made rapid and steady progress right from the start, 
and by July of this year over 2,600 houses had been built, while the 
population had increased from 5,800 in 1951, to 12,500. The Corpora- 
tion has adopted a very vigorous industrial policy by providing for 


five different kinds of factories, ranging from “ special purpo 
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factories ’’ built by industrialists themselves, to “‘ sectional ”’ factories 
built by the Corporation in units of 2,100 square feet. Up to the 
present, twenty-seven factories have been occupied, another five are 
being built, and a further ten are approved. 

Altogether, by the end of August 1953, the Board of Trade had 
approved ninety-two projects with a potential employment of nearly 
17,700 for the six New Towns in the Eastern Region, and progress 
continues, 


Cambridge University 


The administrative centre of the Region is in the ancient University 
City of Cambridge, where local industry has often had the benefit 
of University assistance. But the University itself has long recognized 
that it has both the opportunity and the duty to assist industry to a 
large extent, not only by the training of future scientists and manage- 
ment, but also by imparting to industry the benefits of its own 
research. This has been the case particularly with agriculture, 
engineering, chemistry and physics. It was at the Cavendish 
Laboratory, Cambridge, that nuclear research was originally carried 
out under the direction of Lord Rutherford. This research established 
the existence and nature of radio-active transformations, the electrical 
structure of matter and the nuclear nature of the atom. 

Within its own precincts the University Press, which is nearly 400 
years old, was the first large printing works in Britain to introduce 
(in 1948) a successful bonus incentive scheme, based on time and

motion study. Even such complex operations as setting the Bible 
in Arabic type, and proof-reading the mathematical treatises of the 
Royal Society were covered by the scheme. 

Among the examples which can be quoted of the association between 
industry and the University are in such diverse products as scientific 
instrument making, synthetic resin manufacture, and the manufacture 
of insecticides. 

The Cambridge Instrument Company Ltd., owed its origin to the 
need in the University laboratories for research equipment, and it 
was this company which pioneered the development of pH apparatus 
suitable for industrial use for routine measurements in the hands of 
semi-skilled operators. ‘The Carnbridge pH meter is to be found in 
chemical laboratories all over the world. 

In the field of synthetic resin manufacture, the close link between 
industry and the University is again illustrated. In 1934, Dr. de 
Bruyne, a don of Trinity College, started to put to practical use the 
results of his experiments carried out at the Cavendish Laboratory, 
by the launching of Aero Research Ltd., at the small village of Duxford 
(population under 1,000), nine miles to the South of Cambridge. 
From small beginnings the synthetic resin industry has expanded 
rapidly, and among other commodities produced by Aero Research 
is ** Redux,” a metal-to-metal bonding used in the construction of the 
Comet jet airliner. 

Again, Pest Control Ltd., of Cambridge, manufacturers of insecti- 
cides, have had the advantages of University assistance in investiga- 
tions into such sciences as entomology, botany, pharmacology and 
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soil research. Some of the post-war work carried out overseas, 
either by the firm’s overseas companies or direct by expeditions from 
Cambridge, include attacks on the jassid bug and bollworms in the 
Sudan, attacks on the coffee mealy bug in East Africa and on the cocoa 
mealy bug in West Africa, and control of pests among deciduous and 
citrus fruits in South Africa. Aircraft are used to a large extent for 
the spraying of weeds and pests, and the University scientists played 
a prominent part in calculating the characteristics of the helicopter 
slipstream. 


Increase in Electricity 


To meet the rapidly increasing post-war power demands from 
industry, as well as commercial and domestic users, there has been an 
extensive development programme to provide more electricity for 
the Eastern Region, and more particularly to bring electricity for the 
first time to many rural areas. As a result of the rural electrification 
schemes, industrial organizations are now to be found operating in 
some of the most remote areas—although generally, because of the 
small labour forces available, these factories are in the main quite 
stnall. 

The output of electricity in the area covered by the Eastern Division 
of the British Electricity Authority has risen from 850 million units 
generated in 1938 to 3,083 million units generated in the year ending 
last March. Including supplies imported from other areas, over 
5,206 million units were sold to consumers last year by the Eastern 


Electricity Board who are responsible for distribution, and of this 
amount nearly 1,707 million units were used by industrial consumers. 
In 1948, which is the earliest year for which figures of industrial 
consumption are available, 1,185 million units were sold to industrial 
purchasers. 

‘To meet the increasing demands for electricity a great deal of power 
plant has been installed, and among the post-war power stations 
erected in the Division’s area is one at Cliff Quay, Ipswich, where the 
plant has an output of 276,000 kilowatts. 

Rye House Power Station near Hoddesdon, Herts., which has been 
operating since 1951, has 96,000 kilowatts output, while other new 
stations are to be in operation within the next three years at Goldington 
(near Bedford), ‘Tilbury (Essex), and South Denes (near Great 
Yarmouth). 


Building Materials 


It is with the manufacture of bricks and particularly ‘‘ fletton ”’ 
bricks that the Eastern Region is particularly concerned, for Bedford- 
shire and Huntingdonshire between them contain twenty-seven out 
of the thirty-one “‘fletton ’’ works in the country. 

The shortage of bricks, which is still being experienced in many 
parts of the country, is chiefly due to the fact that the brick industry 
was virtualiy closed down during the war, and it has had to meet a 
staggering reconstruction and expanding building programme since 
1945. 

Because of their cheaper price (this is possibly because of the

inflammable contents of the clay plus an increasingly efficient method 
of kiln firing, with a consequent saving of fuel and reduction in fuel 
costs) the “‘ fletton’’ bricks are, generally speaking, more sought 
after than before the war. 

To meet the rising demand there has been increased mechanization 
throughout the “‘ fletton ”’ brick industry, and though, for example, the 
loading of kilns by hand is still a widespread practice, it is now usual 
for fork-lift trucks to be employed for both loading and unloading of 
kilns. Some idea of the efforts of the “ fletton’”’ industry to deal 
with the brick shortage can be gauged from the fact that output in 
1948 was 1,453,039,000, while in 1952 it was 2,329,440,000 and for 
the first six months of this year 1,209,000,000. 

There have been gradual extensicns both in the number of presses 
being used and the number of kilns being operated. So far this year 
in the Eastern Region four new kilns have been completed and are in 
production, one kiln is under construction, and five kilns are being 
extended. 

There are five companies controlling the “‘ fletton ”? industry—the 
larger ones designing and building some of their own specialized 
machines, and having their own technical and research departments, 
which are continually investigating possible ways for increasing 
output. 

Non-fletton brick works are to be found in most parts of the Region, 
but about 40 per cent. of the Regional output comes from South 
Essex. Altogether there are 47 non-fletton brick works in the Region, 
thirty of which are mainly in seasonal production only. 

A significant post-war development has been the introduction of an 
artificial drying method which has enabled the remaining seventeen 
works, which were formerly seasonal, to remain in production 
throughout the whole year. 

The working-out of clay deposits caused a reduction in the number 
of non-fletton works from 70 in 1948, but it is significant that produc- 
tion in that year was 57,578,000 compared with an output of 76,406,000 
in 1952 from only 47 works. 

In addition to bricks the main building materials produced in the 
Eastern Region are cement and building blocks. 

There has been little change in the methods of producing cement, 
but alterations to the eight cement works in the Eastern Region, and 
also additions to manufacturing capacity, have led to a steady increase 
in output in post-war years. Regional production in 1948 was 


” 


1,922,500 tons, and by 1952 had risen to 2,455,000 tons, which 
represented more than a fifth of the total national output. 

A feature of post-war building has been the construction of premises 
in what is termed the ‘‘ new-traditional ’’ style, i.e. built without the 
use of bricks. ‘There is little doubt that as long as the brick shortage 
continues the ‘‘ new-traditional ”’ style will continue to be in demand. 
A survey recently cartied out in the Eastern Region showed that 
concrete leca and clinker blocks were being produced at the rate of 
52,430 square yards per week, while the potential increase for 1953 
was put at 23,645 square yards per week. The present output 
represents the equivalent of 126 million bricks a year. 


The Comet Aircraft 


Probably no individual achievement in the post-war industrial 
field has so enhanced Britain’s prestige as the production by the 
de Havilland Aircraft Company Ltd., of Hatfield, of the Comet jet 
airliner. 

So much has been written about the world’s first turbojet transport 
aircraft that there is little point in repeating the details here. Sufficient 
to state that following the successful launching of the Series 1 and 1A, 
the Series 2, which has now started to come off the production line, 
has incorporated new axial turbojets which give a higher power, 
enabling the payload to be increased by about a ton, and which also 
give a lower fuel consumption. 

The Comet 3 Series is now in process of being built, and they will 
have space for 58 first-class or 76 tourist passengers. This series is 
expected to have a 500 m.p.h. cruising speed at 40,000 feet. 

In addition to the British Overseas Airways Corporation, the Comet 
is at present in service with French and South African Air concerns, 
while orders are on hand from the United States, Japan, Venezuela, 
Brazil, India and Australia. 

The introduction of the Comet has been of particularly widespread 
interest to industry in the Eastern Region, for no fewer than eleven 
Regional firms have been among those who have supplied components 
for the airliner. These components include ball-bearings, the 
integral fuel tanks, radio equipment, synthetic resin bonding, and felt 
for the upholstery.

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President Stresses Value of Greater Use of Government 
Services to Exporters 


HE PRESIDENT of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 

stressed the value of greater use of the services to exporters 

offered by Government Departments at a conference in London 
on December 11. 

The Board of Trade have for some time been considering whether 
these services were sufficiently well known, and the Select Committee 
on Estimates recently recommended that steps should be taken to 
publicize the services. After careful consideration of the alternatives 
it was decided that this could best be done by « personal approach 
to manufacturers by the Minister primarily concerned with exports. 
Accordingly, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, Minister of State at the 
Board of Trade, sent a letter to about 50,000 individual manufacturers 
last week-end. ‘The letter was accompanied by a leaflet summarizing 
the Government's export services, and a reply card on which manu- 
facturers were asked to indicate their interest. Firms expressing 
this interest are being given further details of the services. 

Readers wishing to know more about the services are invitcd to 
apply for a free copy of the booklet, “‘ A New Guide to Government 
Services for Exporters,” from Reception, Directories and Notices 
Section, Establishment Division, Board of Trade, Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1. 

In his letter Mr. Heathcoat Amory drew attention to the statement 
by the Prime Minister that: “ It is not enough merely to balance our 
accounts and so pay our way. We have debts to repay, and the 
future holds many risks and many unknowable factors. The only 
way to provide for all this is, of course, to expand our overseas trade 
by an all-out effort to increase our exports.” 

Exports, explained Mr. Amory in his letter, were primarily a job 
for business and industry. No one else could open up a market or 
make the goods. But the Government equally had its part to play. 
They wanted to be sure that no firm which could export, or could 
export more, was failing to do so, and that the Government, for their 
part, were doing everything they could to help. If a firm decided 
that there were possibilities either of exporting more to existing 
markets or of finding new ones, there were ways in which the Govern- 
ment could help. ‘They had a good deal of information which might 
help. They could take some of the risk out of the business of 
exporting. The use of these services would cost very little and 
might easily save much. 


Exports in Right Perspective 


The President prefaced his remarks at the conference on December 
11 on the Government’s services to exporters, by a reference to the 
United Kingdom's overseas trade figures for November, for which 
provisional details are given below. November export figures on 
25 working days, he said, were the highest since March 1952. This 
was obviously good, but needed to be seen in the right perspective. 
It was only a one-month figure, but comparing the 11 months of this 
year with the first 11 months of last year the value of our exports was 
slightly down and the volume was slightly up. Imports, on the other 
side of the account, were running lower and therefore our visible 
trade gap was also running lower. At £56 million a month it was 
£9 million a month lower than last year. 

We had done well in the dollar area. From January to November 
we were 16 per cent. up on last year’s exports. They were actually 
down a little in November, but again one must not pay too much 
attention to an individual month. 

In the Sterling Area we had done better, particularly lately, mostly 
because the import cuts which were imposed by the Sterling Area 
Commonwealth countries were being lifted a bit. In the O.E.E.C. 
countries we had done fairly well, not a little because we had the 
courage to take some risks on our liberalization. This had resulted 
in a fairly free trading area in Western Europe. 

Parts of the world where we had not done so well included the 
Middle East, mainly because of the Egyptian difficulties and Egypt's 
shortage of sterling. But there was a United Kingdom trade mission 
led by Sir Edward Benthall, in the oil countries, and there were 
possibilities there. It was an area where we would like to see our 
trade expand still more. 

In South America, excluding the dollar account area, we had not 
done so well mainly due to shortages of sterling, but we had come to 


the principles of an agreement with Brazil as to how the particular 
difficulty of that country’s arrears should be paid off. Final details 
were still being settled. 

Goods which might be selected for special mention included air- 
craft, with exports up by half as much again on last year. Aircraft 
were a new export and one from which the Government hoped to 
see good benefits to this country. Wool, an old export, was 12 per 
cent. up on last year ; though partly due to price, this was all the same 
a good achievement for an industry which already did about half the 
world’s trade. Engineering had fallen back a little ; it was fighting 
a very difficult battle against intense competition 

All this added up to a position which was not wholly unsatisfactory. 
Our exports were rising slowly, but they were not yet good enough. 
He would not like the November figures to be taken as a basis for 
saying that we were out of our difficulties. We were working on a 
very narrow margin, subject to intense competition, and we could not 
afford to give away an inch. The key was an increase in competitive 
power. 

There were three fields in which the Government could help. The 
first was to keep a balanced economy in this country. If we had 
inflation here there was nothing which would help the export trade. 
It would merely drive prices up, suck in the imports, and price us out 
of every market. The Government’s first responsibility was to get 
a balance in the home trade which they thought they had done. 
The second requirement was to see that this country had a fair deal 
in trade abroad, by trying to open up markets and getting rid as fast 
as possible of export subsidies and practices of that kind, a policy 
in which this country had taken a lead. Lastly, there were the 
Government services to which he drew particular attention. They 
were not spectacular, but they could be very useful, and the Govern- 
ment wanted everyone to knc w about them. 

A recent report of the Select Committee on Estimates had said that 
the Government were hiding their light under a bushel in this respect. 
The services were :— 


the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, which had a 
great deal of information on markets and opportunities 
overseas ; 

the Overseas Officers, the Government’s representatives in other 
countries ; 

the Export Credits Guarantee Department, which took some but 
not all the risks out of exporting ; 

the Dollar Exports Council which was particularly concerned 
with pushing exports in the dollar area ; and 

the Regional Officers of the Board of Trade, who tried to keep 
industry informed of the services available. 


The Government were very anxious that every manufacturer who 
might export more, or export something different, or export some- 
where where he had not exported before, should know about these 
services. The Government were not starting a new export drive. 
Exports were a long haul and it was not possible to go in sudden 
spurts and starts. 


‘Everyone Has a Contribution to Make” 


THE Minister of State, speaking at Bideford on December 11, 
referred to his letter to 50,000 exporters, and said that he believed 
that the reasons for more exports were pretty well understood. The 
country must export to pay for nearly half the food and most of the 
raw materials needed to keep the factories working. He also believed 
it was generally realised that in the world to-day, with Germany and 
Japan once again strong competitors, not to mention America and 
various other countries, getting exports increased was not going to 
be at all an easy business. Now most people might say “‘Yes, we agree 
with all that, we hope British manufacturers and all the people 
engaged in export trade will get on with the job. We wish we could 
help, but unfortunately we don’t work in a factory making exports.” 
He wanted to suggest that that was not the whole story. Everyone 
had a contribution to make, no inatter where he or she worked. It 
must not be forgotten that the factories making exports depended on 
many other factories for their raw materials and their components, 
They depended on the railways, road transport, the banks, the 
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building industry—in fact on the work of many other industries. The 
more efficiently all these services were rendered or all those factories 
worked, the better and cheaper—and therefore the more competitive 
would our exports be. The better each one did the job, the easier 
would it be for British exporters to sell abroad. 


Provisional United Kingdom 


UNITED KINGDOM exports in November, at £239-9 million, 
were higher than in any month since March 1952, although 
November had only 25 working days. Exports in the five months 
July to November averaged £220-5 million a month against {202-6 
million a month from July to November 1952, but this increase does 
not fully offset the reduction in the first half year compared with the 
first half of 1952. United Kingdom exports in the first eleven months 
averaged £214-4 million a month compared with £215-8 million in 
January to November 1952. Re-exports averaged {8-9 million, 
compared with £12-4 million. 

Imports in November, at £2724 million, showed little change 
compared with recent months. ‘The monthly average for January to 
November this year, at £278-9 million, was 5 per cent. less than in 
the same period last year. 

The excess of imports (c.i.f.) over exports and re-exports (f.o.b.) 
was reduced to £23-5 million in November and the excess for the 
eleven months averaged £55-6 million a month compared with an 
average of £64-4 million in the same period of last year. 
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United Kingdom Exports to North America 


United Kingdom exports to North America in November, at a 
provisional total of £25-1 million, brought the average for October- 
November to £26-0 million a month, slightly less than the third 
quarter average. 

Exports to the United States in November, at £11-3 million, were 
19 per cent. below the high average of the second and third quarters. 
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Exports to Canada, at £13-8 million, were 8 per cent. more than the 
third quarter average. 
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The nation must work as hard and as skilfully as their competitors 
or they would be left behind. The Germans, for instance, were a 
very industrious and hard working people. They were working like 
beavers now and Britain must too if she was going to hold her own in 
a very competitive world. 


Trade Figures for November 


For the eleven months as a whole, exports to North America, at 
£26°6 million a month, were 16 per cent. more than in January to 
November last year, exports to the United States showing an increase 
of 10 per cent. and those to Canada an increase of 23 per cent. 


Volume and Price of Exports 


The volume of United Kingdom exports appears to be showing this 
year the normal increase in the autumn and so far this year is pro- 
visionally estimated to be 3 per cent. more than in the first eleven 
months of last year. But the small improvement over last year has 
been offset by a slight weakening of export prices which took place 
mainly between June 1952 and March 1953. Nevertheless export 
prices remained fairly stable in the face of a prolonged decline in 
import prices and this stability has contributed to the progressive 
improvement in the terms of trade for two years up to the middle 
of 1953. Between June and October there was no significant change 
in import or export prices. 


Area Pattern of United Kingdom Exports 


United Kingdom exports to the non-sterling area were affected 
in 1952 only to a comparatively small extent by the recession in our 
trade in that y>*>, and by the fourth quarter had risen to a little above 
the level of «:e first quarter. This year, however, the total has failed 
to maintain the rate to which it had recovered, and the total for the 
first ten months of the year was only £6 million more than in the 
corresponding period last year. The increase already mentioned in 
exports to North America accounted for nearly all the improvement 
of 15 per cent. (£42 million) in exports to the dollar area, while 
exports to non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries and their possessions 
were 8 per cent. ({41 million) more than in January to October of 
last year. Exports to the Netherlands and Italy increased by about 
a third and those to Denmark and Western Germany by a quarter. 

These increases, however, were very largely offset by a decline in 
exports to the rest of the non-sterling world in the ten months of 
£77 million, or more than a quarter, in some cases the result of the 
balance of payments difficulties of these countries. In particular, 
exports to Brazil were £334 million (70 per cent.) less, Exports to 
the Soviet Union and Finland were about half their value in the first 
ten months of 1952 and shipments to Egypt and the Argentine 
Republic were also considerably reduced. On the other hand, exports 
to Japan, at £15 million, were more than double the value in January 
to October of last year. 

Exports to the sterling area in the first ten months of 1953 were 
£52 million less than in the corresponding period last year, but this 
result is to a great extent a consequence of the exceptionally high 
level of exports to sterling markets at the beginning of 1952, before 
import restrictions were widely imposed. Although exports to 
Australia have improved in recent months following the partial 
relaxation of Australian import restrictions, exports in the ten months 
were £24} million (13 per cent.) less than in the same period last year. 
Exports to New Zealand were also £22 million less. Exports to 
Pakistan in the ten months were £27 million (over 50 per cent.) less 
than in January to October 1952. Exports to South Africa, however, 
rose by £11 million and shipment to the sterling area countries in 
the Middle East, at £71 million, rose by £20 million (40 per cent.). 


Commodity Pattern of United Kingdom Exports 


In the first ten months of 1953 United Kingdom exports were 
£46 million (2 per cent.) less than in the same period of last year, when 
the figures were swollen by very large shipments in the first quarter. 
The whole of the decrease can be accounted for by a decline in exports 
of engineering products ; increases in shipments of raw materials 
and metals were offset by decreases in other groups of exports. 

All groups of engineering products declined. Exports of machinery 
and parts, at £334 million, were 5 per cent. less than in January to 
October of last year ; exports of internal combustion engines were 
£9 million, of textile machinery £8 million, and of agricultural 
machinery £5 million less. Among vehicles, exports of commercial 
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vehicles and chassis were £20 million less, with smaller exports to 
Australia, New Zealand, Finland, Turkey, Brazil and the Argentine. 
Exports of cars were {8 million and of pedal cycles £5 million less. 
On the other hand, exports of aircraft and parts in January to October 
this year, at {54 million, were more than 50 per cent. greater than in 
the same ten months of 1952. 

Among textiles, exports of wool goods increased by £12 million 
(12 per cent.), compared with January to October 1952, three-quarters 
of the improvement being accounted for by shipments of wool tops. 
Exports of artificial silk goods (particularly to Australia) also increased. 
Exports of cotton goods, in spite of some improvement in recent 
months, remained £17 million less in January to October than in 
the corresponding period last year, most of the decline being in 
shipments of cotton fabrics. ‘There was also a decline of £44 million 
in shipments of manufactures of other textile materials. Although 
exports of apparel declined substantially in the second quarter of 
this year compared with the first, for the ten months as a whole they 
were at about the level of the same period last year. 

Shipments of refined petroleum, at £59 million (1,512 million 
gallons), were over 40 per cent. greater than in January to October 
1952. Exports of coal in the ten months were £4 million (14 million 
tons) greater than in the same period of last year. 

Among other manufactures, exports in the pottery, chemicals and 
paper groups declined, as did exports of rubber tyres and tubes, but 
exports of arms and ammunition were £15 million more than in 
January to October of last year and exports of metals were also higher 
by £14 million, or 6 per cent. 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco were £9 million, or 7 per cent., 
less than in January to October 1952. Shipments of refined sugar, 
at £22 million, were £8 million or more than a quarter less than in 
the same period last year ; a large part of the decline was due to 
lower prices. Exports of whisky in the ten months were 10 per cent. 
more by quantity and value than in the same period of 1952, with 
larger shipments to the United States and New Zealand. 

Note.—These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible trade 
in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.0.b. and insurance 
and freight, in so far as they ate paid abroad, are included in invisible 
expenditure. ‘There are also significant differences in timing and coverage 
between the two sets of figures. 


Commonwealth and Sterling 
Area Trade 


HE LATEST (73rd) edition of the “ Statistical Abstract for the 

Commonwealth and Sterling Area" is published for the Board of 
Trade by Her Majesty's Stationery Office, Kingsway, W.C.2, and 
branches, price 15s. 

The first part of the Abstract has been expanded to include summary 
tables for both the Sterling Area and the Commonwealth generally 
for the years 1948 to 1952. These tables relate primarily to imports 
and exports but include a few giving other economic data as a general 
background to the trade figures (e.g. production, consumption and 
prices of major commodities exported by the sterling area). The 
second part of the Abstract gives tables for individual countries and 
follows closely the form of previous Abstracts. Each independent 
member of the Commonwealth and nearly every colonial territory is 
included. One section of tables covers the direction of trade of each 
country for the years 1949 to 1952 and a second section gives com- 
modity details for the years 1950 to 1952. 

The summary tables, in conjunction with the figures for particular 
countries, should help in the interpretation of changes in the pattern of 
Sterling Area and Commonwealth trade. The Abstract shows, for 
example that the general decline in the value of sterling area exports 
between 1951 and 1952, while common to all the major exporters 
among sterling Commonwealth countries, was not shared by many 
territories in Africa or the West Indies, The Rhodesias, Nigeria, 
‘Tanganyika, British Guiana, for example, nor by the Irish Republic 
or Burma. It enables the trade of each Commonwealth country 
with the various currency areas to be examined, and shows, for 
instance, that South African imports from the dollar area which in 
1950 fell to less than half those in 1948 rose again in 1951 and 1952, 
accounting for one quarter of her total imports. It is also possible 
to trace the considerable influence exerted on the exports of the 
sterling area by price changes in a few primary commodities. 

Many of the Abstract summary figures for sterling area trade are 
kept up to date each quarter in a special supplement to the Board of 
Trade Journal ; that for the second quarter of 1953 was published in 
the issue of November 7. 
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U.K. Position in November 
Operations of E.P.U. 


THE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the 

month of November, 1953, has now taken place. The operation 
disclosed a United Kingdom net surplus for the month of £3,202,500 
(8,967,000 units of account equivalent in value to the U.S. dollar), 
which reduces the United Kingdom’s cumulative accounting deficit 
with E.P.U. to £290,514,643. The surplus for November has been 
settled as to 50 per cent. by the receipt of gold from the Union and as 
to 50 per cent. by the reduction of credit previously extended to the 
United Kingdom by the Union. Accordingly, the United Kingdom 
has received gold amounting to £1,601,071 and has repaid credit 
amounting to £1,601,429. 

The total amount of gold paid by the United Kingdom to the Union 
has thus been reduced to £92,257,501 as follows :—

Restrictions on Netherland Assets 
in U.K. Removed 


HE Board of Trade have issued an Order which removes control 

exercised under the Trading with the Enemy Act, 1939, and Orders 
made thereunder, in respect of money and property which came under 
such control solely because the owners were resident in Netherlands 
and Netherlands New Guinea. The order is entitled the Trading 
with the Enemy (Enemy Territory Cessation) (Netherlands) Order, 
1953 and it came into operation on December 11, 1953. This order 
does not, without supplementary action, affect the position of such 
of the money and property as has been paid to or vested in a Custodian 
of Enemy Property, or has come under the control of an Administrator 
of Enemy Property. 

Money and bank balances held by Bankers and others to the order 
of a Custodian in respect of Netherlands persons will be the subject 
of further instructions from the Custodian of Enemy Property. 
Bankers, Company Secretaries, Registrars, and others concerned with 
the holding or managing of property or with the transfer of securities 
or other properties of persoris in the Netherlands and Netherlands 
New Guinea should note that authority under Trading with the 
Enemy legislation for such activities is not now required in cases 
where there is no question of prior vesting in a Custodian of Enemy 
Property by general or specific order, or of control by an Administrator 
of Enemy Property. 

Application for the release of such other Netherlands and Nether- 
lands New Guinea property as is vested in the Custodian should be 
made to the Administration of Enemy Property Department (Branch 
4), Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, accompanied 
by a mandate authorizing the Custodian to pay or transfer to a Bank 
or other nominee in the United Kingdom. Any inquiries of a general 
nature about the effect of the Order should also be made to the same 
address.

F.B.I. Report on Exports in a 
Buyer’s Market 


T! 1E full report of the Export Sales Conference held by the Federa- 
tion of British Industries at Buxton from October 30 to November 1 
is now published. 


“British exporters to-day,” it is stated in the introduction, “ are 
faced with competition to an extent unknown for the past fourteen 
years.”” The object of the Conference was to discuss, in view of 
present conditions, ways in which industry can help itself to increase 
exports. 


Some 120 F.B.I. members, together with representatives of banks, 
merchant houses and national organizations concerned with export or 
salesmanship, attended the conference which, after opening speeches 
by Sir Harry Pilkington, President of the F.B.I., and Sir William 
Rootes, Chairman of the Dollar Exports Council, divided into five 
discussion groups. 


The main points covered in these discussions are summarized in 
the report under the following heads : 

Export opportunities. 

Organizing for export. 

Relations between exporter and importer. 

The export sales force. 

Export promotion. 


Although the conference was concerned with specific practical 
issues, the discussions also threw fresh light on questions of major 
policy including the need for the widest possible spread of overseas 
markets, and capital investment overseas as a means of expanding 
world trade. 


Follow-up action is being considered by the F.B.I. and other 
bodies on the numerous practical points raised at the Conference.

Export of Iron and Steel Goods 


HE Board of Trade have issued an Open General Licence in respect 

of Iron and Steel goods specified in Group 6 (2) of the First 
Schedule to the Export of Goods (Control) (Consolidation) Order, 
1953, exported to any destination other than China, Hong Kong, 
Macao or Tibet provided the value of the goods exceeds the value of 
the iron or steel content therein, calculated at the rate of £20 per ton. 

This licence, which comes into operation on December 21, 1953, 
revokes the previous Open Genera! Licence for these goods in which 
the value was calculated at the rate of £30 per ton.

Blaenavon Deputation at Board of Trade 


A DEPUTATION from the Blaenavon Urban District Council led 
by Mr. D. Granville West, M.P. saw Mr. Henry Strauss, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, on December 10, to discuss the 
problems arising out of recent redundancies in the works of the 
Blaenavon Company Limited. ‘The opportunity was taken to discuss 
the industrial future of Blaenavon. 
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Report of National Research Development Corporation 


Asked whether he had yet received the Fourth Annual Report and 
Statement of Accounts of the National Research Development 
Corporation, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, replied: “ Yes, Sir.” As required by the Develop- 
ment of Inventions Act, 1948, he had laid these documents before 
Parliament. As the Report stated, legislation to make further 
provision for borrowing by the Corporation would be necessary 
before June 1954. He had accordingly arranged for a Bill for this 
and other purposes connected with the Corporation, to be introduced 
on December 10. 


Multiple Exchange Rates for Export Trade 


In the House of Lords a questioner asked if the Government were 
able to report any progress in securing correction towards this country 
in the current malpractice of multiple exchange rates for export trade 
by South American countries and more particularly Uruguay. 

Lord Mancroft (Board of Trade spokesman in the House of Lords) 
replied that Her Majesty’s Government had repeatedly made clear 
their strong opposition to the use of multiple exchange rates for the 
artificial stimulation of export trade. ‘They were continuing to take 
all the action open to them—for example, through international 
organizations like the International Monetary Fund—to secure the 
abolition of such practices wherever they were operated. Direct 
representations had also been made to the Uruguayan Government 
by Her Majesty’s Commercial Representatives in Montevideo and 
they hoped shortly to receive a statement from the Uruguayan 
authorities on this important matter. 

Her Majesty’s Government would be happy to consider any further 
suggestions for additional action which might be taken. 


Steel Plate for Marine Engine Builders 


Asked if he was aware that marine-engine builders were importing 
steel plate from the Continent at high premium rates ; and what 
action he would take to secure adequate supplies from British manu- 
facturers, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Supply, 
Mr. A. H. W. Low, replied: ‘* Yes, Sir.” He was aware that a 
number of users, including some marine-engine builders, had sup- 
plemented their supplies of steel plate by imports from countries 
where prices were higher. Steel plate production in the United 
Kingdom, however, increased in the first nine months of this year 
by nearly 200,000 tons over production for the same period in 1952 ; 
a further improvement was expected in 1954.

Storage of Timber 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
representing the Minister of Materials, said that all timber in the 
national stockpile was reported on every six weeks by the firms 
responsible to the Ministry of Materials for its storage and super- 
vision. In addition, every site was inspected by the Ministry's 
inspectors at least three times a year. Whenever these reports or 
inspections revealed that there was danger of deterioration, measures 
such as repiling were taken to arrest it, or, where these appear 
impracticable, the timber was sold. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory added that the sites on which the timber 
stockpile was stored fell into three categories. Where the wharfingers 
appointed by the Ministry of Materials stored timber in their own 
established timber yards, they were paid a fixed rent. In other cases, 
the rent was a matter for negotiation, either with the wharfinger, if 
he obtained the site, or with the owner, if it was obtained through 
the Ministry of Works.

basis of past trade led to difficulty in some cases, but he was satisfied 
that any other arrangement would lead to equal, if not greater, 
difficulties. 


New Factories in Highland Development Area 


A questioner asked how many new factories had been established 
in the Highland Development Area in 1951, 1952 and to the latest 
available date in the present year ; and what was the average number 
of people employed in these factories. 

The President replied that according to the Board of Trade’s 
industrial development records, which related only to new factories 
and extensions of over 5,000 sq. ft., no new factories of this size or 
above were established in the years mentioned, though two small 
extensions were completed, one in #952 and the other in 1953. There 
were no Official statistics about factories of less than 5,000 sq. ft. 

He regretted that he could not properly give figures, of the numbers 
employed in the two extensions, since this would in effect disclose 
information about the individual firms, but he could say that the 
number of people employed was small. 


Anglo-Spanish Trade 


The President said he was glad to inform the House that a 
satisfactory agreement with Spain had been secured as a result of 
the negotiations recently concluded in Madrid. A programme of 
imports into Spain, including substantial quantities of coal, chemicals, 
petroleum products and capital equipment had been agreed. It had 
also been arranged that imports into Spain of so-called “ less 
essential ”’ goods from the United Kingdom would be licensed each 
quarter on a sliding scale based on Spain’s actual sterling receipts 
during the immediately preceding quarter. These arrangements 
would, he hoped, improve the prospects of United Kingdom exporters 
to the Spanish market. 


New Building Licensing Arrangements 


Asked how far, under the new building licensing arrangements 
for 1954, it would still be necessary to apply to his department for 
industrial development certificates, the President replied that the 
statement made by the Minister of Works on November 30 referred 
only to arrangements for building licences. The Board of Trade’s 
responsibility under Section 14 (4) of the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947 and Section 12 (4) of the Town and Country Planning 
(Scotland) Act, 1947, for certifying that industrial building develop- 
ments could be carried out consistently with the proper distribution 
of industry remained unchanged. 


Brazilian Commercial Debts 


The President was asked the total amount of the commercial debts 
owing to this country by Brazil ; how much was borne by the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department ; and by how much these figures had 
been increased or reduced during the most recent convenient 12 
months. 

He replied that the total amount was on October 31 about £56} 
million, of which about £26} million was covered by policies issued 
by the Export Credits Guarantee Department. These amounts 
were respectively about £11 million and £5} million higher than a 
year ago.

Shortage of Phthalic Anhydride 


The President was asked if he was aware of the shortage of phthalic 
anhydride which was causing difficulties to synthetic resin manu- 
facturers ; what was the reason for the shortage ; what quantity 
had been exported during 1953 ; what quantity had been imported 
during the same period ; and if he would reiieve this product of 
key-industry duty during periods of shortage. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that growing demand for this material 
and large scale American purchases in Europe had caused a temporary 
shortage, which should be ended next year by new capacity coming 
into production. He regretted that figures of imports and exports 
during 1953 were not available since this material was not separately

Anglo-Brazilian Trade 


Asked what progress had been made with the Brazilian Government 
concerning the expansion of trade with this country, Mr. Heathcoat 
Amory replied that a Brazilian delegation was at present in London to 
discuss arrangements for carrying out the agreement already reached 
between the two Governments on the payment of commercial debts ; 
and, as soon as arrangements were agreed, he would expect payments 
to be started within a few weeks. As regards trade with Brazil, he 
trusted, as the President said on December 8, that the effect of the 
debt settlement would be a gradual improvement of this trade from 
its present regrettably low level. 


Trade Negotiations with Cuba 


A questioner asked the President whether, in the negotiations with 
Cuba on the trade arrangements for the coming year, he would, in 
the interests of the Commonwealth and the sterling area, bear in mind 
the necessity of maintaining the position of the Jamaican cigar 
industry. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that the discussions in Havana 
touched upon various matters of concern to colonial interests and 
he could assure the questioner that those interests were being fully 
borne in mind by Her Majesty’s Government. So far as cigars were 
concerned, United Kingdom import restrictions were imposed for 
currency reasons, and whether any relaxation in respect of Cuba was 
possible must depend on the state of the United Kingdom’s balance of 
payments.

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Changes in Export Licensing Control 


HANGES IN export licensing control are made by a Board of 
Trade Order which comes into force on January 1, 1954.

United Nations Text of International 


Tin, Agreement 


AFTER A series of private meetings the United Nations Tin Con- 

ference held its final plenary session in Geneva on December 9. 
This was the closing meeting of the second session of the Conference 
which was convened on November 16 by the Secretary-General of the 
United Nations in accordance with arrangements made at the con- 
clusion of the first session held in 1950. 

The second session was attended by representatives of Australia, 
Belgium, Belgian Congo and Ruanda Urundi, Bolivia, Brazil, British 
Colonial and Dependent Territories, Canada, Denmark, Ecuador, 
France, Federal Republic of Germany, Hungary (observer), India, 
Indonesia, Iran (observer), Italy, Japan, Lebanon, Netherlands, 
Norway (observer), Portugal (observer), Spain, Sweden (observer), 
Switzerland, Thailand, ‘Turkey, United Kingdom, United States 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics (observer) and Yugoslavia 
(observer). Representatives were also present from the International 
Labour Office, the Food and Agriculture Organization of the United 
Nations and the Interim Commission for an International ‘Trade 
Organisation. 


The second session of the Conference based its work on the draft of 
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an international tin agreement prepared by a Committee of the 
International Tin Study Group which met in London in August of 
this year. After careful consideration of this draft and of the amend- 
ments submitted to it, representatives at the second session decided 
that the text of the International Tin Agreement of 1953 be submitted 
to governments for their consideration. ‘The Agreement is to be open 
for signature from March 1 to June 30, 1954. Governments will 
signify their approval of the Agreement by signature and ratification 
through constitutional processes. 

As soon as instruments of ratification or acceptance have been 
deposited by nine countries holding one-third of the total votes 
provided for consuming countries represented at the Conference and 
by countries holding 90 per cent. of the votes for producing countries 
represented at the Conference a meeting will be held to decide the 
date the agreement will enter into force. 


Preventing Instability 


The Agreement recognises the importance of international trade in 
tin to many countries concerned either with production or consump- 
tion. It aims at preventing instability in international trade in tin by 
preventing burdensome surpluses developing and preventing the 
occurrences of shortages. The Agreement aims at stabilizing market 
conditions for industry through the establishment of a buffer stock 
and through the acquisition of 25,000 tons of tin metal to be contribu- 
ted by the producing countries. It also provides for the setting up of 
export controls when the buffer stock has absorbed a minimum tonnage 
of 10,000 tons and when warranted by market conditions. The 
Agreement establishes, as an initial basis for the operation of the 
Agreement, a floor price of £640 sterling and a ceiling price of £880 
sterling. The operation of the buffer stock will be entrusted to a 
manager and will depend primarily on the relation of the market price 
to the floor and ceiling. An International Tin Council will be estab- 
lished in London to administer the agreement and to supervise its 
operation. ‘The text of the Agreement is available at the European 
Office of the United Nations, Geneva, Switzerland.

Dimensions of Fractional Horsepower Motors 


For many years there has been a British Standard for the 
performance of fractional horsepower motors (B.S. 170), but there 
has been no dimensional standardization in the United Kingdom. 

This lack of standardization has now been rectified by the publica- 
tion of a British Standard for the dimensions of fractional horse- 
power motors—(B.S. 2048:1953). This establishes standard 
dimensions for two frame sizes of motors, these frame sizes being 
such as will normally cover the following horsepowers at 4-pole 
speeds, 50 c/s frequency, in drip-proof single-phase capacitor-type 
continuously rated motors :— 

Frame 56—¥% to $ h.p. 
Frame 66—4 to } h.p. 

With the exception of flange mounting motors, the dimensions 
specified are identical with those laid down in the corresponding 
American N.E.M.A. standard for general-purpose motors, and 
so far as those dimensions are concerned, motors complying 
with B.S. 2048 will also be interchangeable with American motors 
built to the N.E.M.A. Standard. Price 2s. 6d. 


Augers and Auger Bits 


B.S. 2054 : 1953 takes its place among the group of Standards for 
hand tools which have been issued during the past two years, its 
nearest relation being that recently prepared for Bit braces, B.S. 1978. 
These two specifications are complementary and the craftsman, 
domestic purchaser or bulk buyer who is searching for assurance of 
quality and the fit of the auger bit in the brace cannot do better than 
base his purchase of cither or both tools on those manufactured in 
accordance with these specifications.

Addition No. 1 to Use of Structural Steel in Building

Unified Screw Threads 


The British Standards Institution have recently reviewed the 
standard for Unified screw threads, issued as a provisional specification 
in 1949. The purpose of this review was to take account of the 
criticisms submitted by industry following experience gained in the 
manufacture and use of this relatively new screw thread. 

The survey has resulted in a full confirmation of the thread sizes 
and pitches and the manufacturing limits laid down in the provisional 
standard. ‘The revised standard B.S. 1580 : 1953, therefore, demands 
no change in tool design. 

Particular attention has been given to the basic form or theoretical

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The Prospects for Long Term British Trade in Algeria 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by H.M. Consul-General in Algiers. 


The Commercial 


Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer 
any questions arising from the article. 


ITH the exception of the quotas for the so-called “‘less-essential”’ 

goods (about £110,000 in 1953), Algerian imports from sterling 

sources are limited te essential capital and consumer goods (the 
1953 quotas amounted to approximately £2,000,000). Owing to 
the adverse balance of payments position of Metropolitan France, 
the tendency has unfortunately been for these quotas to be reduced 
and, apart from United Kingdom firms with established connections 
in this market, it may be said that the prospects for new business 
at this time are not bright and that manufacturers and exporters 
interested in the Algerian market should take the long-term view in 
making local contacts rather than hope for immediate returns. 


Should the recent liberalization measures introduced by France 
be extended, the outlook may, of course, improve considerably. At 
the moment special quotas for formerly liberalized goods are available 
from time to time. ‘These quotas are open to member countries 
of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation and are 
allotted, in principle, on the basis of past performance. The available 
quotas for the period April 1, 1953, to March 31, 1954, amount to 
3,646 million francs. 


In the following paragraphs it is proposed to illustrate briefly the 
present position of the import quotas, the main features of the trade 
between both countries, to examine certain aspects of Algeria’s 
economy and to touch upon existing licensing regulations and 
customs duties affecting imports.

As already stated the total amount involved in 1953 amounted to 
little more than £110,000. The individual quotas range from £100 
(jellies) to more substantial amounts (biscuits and motor cycles). 
As is the case for “ essential’? quotas, there is fierce competition 
amongst importers for these quotas, the result often being that indi- 
vidual firms receive only small licences. ‘This feature is one which 
frequently makes trading difficult, a point not always appreciated by 
United Kingdom suppliers who, at < distance, are often unaware of 
the difficulties which beset their local agents. 

The quotas for goods formerly liberalized include, in particular, 
textile products of which the United Kingdom supplies the major 
share of the amount set aside for woollen materials. 


Imports and Exports 


Algeria, which is essentially an agricultural country, is also rich 
in certain mineral resources, factors which are reflected in the export 
schedules.

The Market 


As already stated Algeria is predominantly an agricultural country 
and the local industry being small the country relies on imports for 
the satisfaction of virtually all its needs in manufactured goods and 
machinery. 


Although by far the country’s best customer after France, the 
United Kingdom only occupies the third place, after the U.S.A. and 
Canada, among Algeria’s foreign suppliers. 

British goods enjoy a good reputation locally and if unhampered 
by trade restrictions sales would expand readily. 


Algeria’s population in 1952 was estimated at 9,251,000, of which 
1,019,000 were Europeans and 8,232,000 Moslem natives. A great 
majority of the latter have a low standard of living and the market— 
at least for a wide range of goods—may thus be compared to thet 
offered by a city the size of Glasgow. Prospects for agricultural 
machinery are good, particularly if the vast and still untapped 
potential market to be found among native farmers should develop 
under the impulsion of the French administration which is doing 
much to implant modern methods, In the bazaar trade also there 
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are latent possibilities at present ruled out by the existing trade 
restrictions. 

Until recently Algeria boasted a balanced budget, a situation 
which has now unfortunately been completely reversed and which 
is giving rise to much concern. A rapidly growing native population 
(the increase was 225,000 in 1952) outpaces what is being done, 
with considerable help from the Metropolitan budget, in the way 
of capital investment and social equipment. It is feared that 
food production, a crucial factor, may not be able to keep pace with 
the upward movement of the population and active steps are being 
taken to improve yields and the acreage under production. 

All imports are subject to licence. ‘The issue of import licences 
depends on the import programme in force and the availability of 
foreign exchange. Licences are valid for 6 months. For certain 
scheduled goods where a long delivery period is involved a prior 
authorization may be obtained. This guarantees the issue of an 
import licence when shipment is due. Licences cannot be extended 
or renewed and goods must be shipped within the validity period 
of the licence. 

The French Customs Tariff is in force, with certain minor excep- 
tions. In addition to the customs duty applicable, there is a tax 
of 11 per cent. which is levied on the landed value of the goods, 
duty included.

Anglo-Portuguese Trade Talks 
Concluded 


RREPRESENTATIVES of the Portuguese and United Kingdom 

Governments met in Lisbon from December 2 to 14 to review the 
course of trade between the two countries during 1953, and to make 
new arrangements covering trade in 1954. The discussions were held 
in an atmosphere of cordiality and mutually satisfactory arrangements 
were made for the supply of certain goods and materials by each 
country to the other. 

It was recognized that the regimes for the importation of goods by 
each country from the other are now considerably less restricted than 
heretofore. In particular the Portuguese delegation appreciated the 
agreement of the United Kingdom authorities to allow the import of 
sardines without restriction as from December 28. (Quotas were 
established, where appropriate, for the import of those goods still 
not liberalized by each country from the other. 


Denmark and Yugoslavia 


ER MAJESTY’S representative in Copenhagen reports that a 

protocol was signed in Copenhagen on November 13 extending 
the trade agreement between Denmark and Yugoslavia for a further 
period of twenty months, from November 1, 1953, to June 30, 1955. 

The protocol is similar in character to the previous one (see Board 
of Trade Journal of December 20, 1952, page 1206) which provided 
for an exchange of goods amounting to about 24 million kroner in 
each direction. 

Danish exports will comprise horses and stock cattle, uncured 
hides, margarine, agricultural seeds and agricultural products of 
various kinds, fish and fish products, fatty acids, pharmaceutical and 
chemical products, cryolite, machinery, marine engines and spare 
parts, electrical apparatus and instruments, optical, medical and 
measuring instruments and apparatus, woollen yarn and piece-goods 
In an exchange of letters the Danish delegation has acceded to a 
Yugoslav request to examine the possibility of increasing the quantity 
of cryolite to be exported to Yugoslavia. 

Imports from Yugoslavia, most of which are on the Danish Free 
List, will include wines and liqueurs, fruit, fruit pulp and juices, oil 
cake, bran, rice and maize, tobacco, hops, offal, feathers, sawn timber, 
veneer and railway sleepers, as well as 10 tons of quicksilver, 1,000 tons 
of lead and 100 tons of antimony. Other items include zinc white, 
lithopone, caustic soda and various chemical and pharmaceutical 
products, glass ware, leather and textiles.

Italy and U.S.S.R. 


'MHE Italian Informazioni Per il Commercio Estero of November 6, 
reports that a Protocol covering Italo-Russian Trade for the period

October 27, 1953. 

New lists of goods to be exchanged between the two countries have 
been drawn up. 

Russian exports to Italy include hard wheat, crude mineral oil, 
naphtha, anthracite, sawn wood, and skins for furriery. 

Italian exports to the U.S.S.R. include oranges and lemons, 
essential oils, machinery for the textile, food, and other light industries, 
artificial fibre textiles and wool textiles.

Finland and Norway 


ER MAJESTY’S representative in Helsinki has reported that a 

trade agreement between Finland and Norway covering the 
period December 1, 1953, to November 30, 1954, was signed in Oslo 
on November 24. This agreement provides for the exchange of 
goods valued at 35 million Norwegian Crowns (£1-75 million at 
£1=20 Norwegian Crowns) in each direction. 

Norwegian exports to Finland under this agreement will include 
herrings and other fish, blubber, hardened fats, fatty acids, nitrate of 
lime, technical nitrogen products, titanium white, sulphur, iron ore, 
ferro alloys, aluminium products, iron and steel products, machinery 
and appliances. Finnish exports to Norway will include timber, 
plywood and other timber products, cement, electrical machinery and 
appliances and seeds. The Finnish authorities have agreed to issue 
import licences for 25 per cent. of the quotas established during the 
first three months of the Agreement. Thereafter they will issue 
import licences each month to a value corresponding to the amount 
of Finnish export earnings in Norway during the preceding month. 


Finland and Hungary 


HER MAJESTY’S representative in Heisinki has reported that a 
trade agreement between Finland and Hungary covering the year 
1954 was signed in Helsinki on December 2, 1953. 

According to the agreement Finnish exports to Hungary will 
amount to 1,400 million Finnmarks (£2-2 million) and Hungary’s 
exports to Finland to 1,600 million Finnmarks (£2°5 million). The 
difference will be covered by triangular arrangements with the Soviet 
Union. No further details of the agreement have yet been published.

REGULATIONS 
3. No person shall be registered if his premises are not entirely separated from any premises 
on which a retail trade or business is conducted by the applicant or any other person. 
4. The manufacturer shall enter into a bond in the Form No. 3 prescribed in the Schedule 
to these regulations, with sufficient surety and to the amount of not less than £100, to be 


determined by the Controller. The conditions of the bond shall be that all goods imported 
by him or taken out of a bonded warehouse or received from another manufacturer under 
rebate for use in the industry to be named in the bond or received from any person for 
manufacture under rebate, under a contract commonly known as a cut, make and trim 
contract, in the Clothing Manufacturing Industry, will be used solely for the purpose specified, 
and, if any portion of a consignment so imported or received is sold, used, removed from 
his factory or store or disposed of for any other purpose, without the written consent of the 
Controller, duty at the full rate applicable at the time of importation or at the time of such 
unauthorized disposal, whichever duty is the greater, shall be paid on the whole consignment. 

5. The manufacturer may, prior or subsequent to registration, be required to provide on 
premises approved by the Controller for the purpose, a properly secured store adequate for the 
storage of goods on which duty may be rebated Pad to provide at his own expense any 
necessary fastenings so that the store may be locked with a customs lock. 

6. The manufacturer shall on first importation or on clearance from a bonded warehouse 
declare on the customs Bill of Entry that such goods are to be used solely for the purpose 
specified therein and shall furnish the officer of customs at the port of entry with an addi- 
tional copy of such bill of entry. If the manufacturer employs 4 clearing agent, such agent 
shall produce a special power of attorney authorizing him to act in that behalf. 

7. The manufacturer shall keep a stock book in a form approved by the Controller, showing 
full particulars of all receipts and disposals in such manner that the goods entered for manu- 
facturing purposes can readily be accounted for to the satisfaction of the officer of customs. 

%. A registered manufacturer, subject to permission previously obtained from the Con- 
troller, may transfer to another registered manufacturer under rebate goods cleared under 
rebate of duty, provided a declaration on transfer in the Form No. 4 prescribed in the Schedule 
to these regulations {s furnished in duplicate to the officer of customs at the port at which 
entry on importation or clearance out of bond was effected. 

9. The declaration on transfer referred to in the last preceding section must be completed 
by the receipt from the manufacturer to whom the goods have been transferred ; failing the 
return of such receipt to the officer of customs within 14 days, the person transferring the 
goods shall remain liable for the duty otherwise leviable and shall pay the same forthwith on 
demand 

10. A registered manufacturer shall, when required by the Controller, carry out under 
supervision of an otficer of customs at such times as the Controller may deem necessary any 
manufacturing operation In which materials acquired under rebate are being used and fees at 
the prescribed rates for the special attendance of such officer shall be paid by the manu- 
facturer 

11. ‘The books and premises of the manufacturer shall be open for inspection at any time 
during working hours by an officer of customs 

12. The Controller may at any time cancel the registration of any taanufacturer if he ts 
satisfied 

(a) that he is not complying with the conditions of the bond: or 

(b) that he is no longer carrying out a bona fide business of manufacturing, or that the 

production processes employed are no longer adequate. 

13. No manufacturer shall be registered in the Clothing Manufacturing Industry unless 
he has 20 or more machines wholly enaged in the manufacture of clothing 

14. A manufacturer registered under these regulations in the Clothing Manufacturing 
Industry may manufacture from goods admissible under rebate in the Clothing Manufacturing 
Industry, clothing on behalf of any person under a cut, make and trim contract on delivery 
of such goods to the manufacturer on first importation or when taken out of a bonded ware- 
house 

At the time of first importation or clearance from a bonded warehouse the owner of such 
goods shall obtain in the body of the entry on which the goods are cleared through customs & 
certificate from the manufacturer certifying that the goods will be used solely for the manu- 
facture of clothing 

16. Completed units manufactured under rebate by manufacturers registered in terma of 
these regulations in the Radio Manufacturing Industry shall be fitted to cabinets or containers 
manufactured in the Colony

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South African Import Control 
Exempted List 


N THE notice published in last week’s Board of Trade Journal 

(pages 1245 to 1249 inclusive), reference was made to the South 
African Import Control “‘ Exempted List” (page 1248). Attention 
is now drawn to the following press release which has been issued by 
the Union Director of Imports and Exports :— 


or 


Ihe Director of Imports and Exports wishes to draw attention to 
a recent amendment of the Import Control Regulations, the effect of 
which is, that in future any immigrant who desires to bring a motor 
vehicle with him to the Union, will be required, before despatch of 
the vehicle by ship, rail, under its own power, or any other means, 
to apply to the Director, Pretoria, for an import permit and will 
need to give a sworn statement that the motor vehicle is his own 
personal property, has not been in use in the Union of South Africa, 
and will not be sold without the prior written approval of the Director. 
Particulars of registration of the car by the immigrant in the exporting 
country will be required in support of the application. 


‘Permits will be freely granted in all cases where the applicant 
can substantiate that he has owned and used the vehicle for at least 
12 months prior to importation, and this wili be an essential require- 
ment where the original wholesale value of the vehicle, excluding 
taxation, exceeds £600. 


** Except in special circumstances, which will have to be stated in 
detail, permits will generally be refused where the immigrant concerned 
cannot establish that he has owned and used the vehicle for at least 
six months prior to importation. 


“Hitherto immigrants were not required to have import permits 
for used motor vehicles which they brought with them as part of their 
personal effects but in view of the infringements or attempted 
infringements, it has now been decided that importation shall be 
subject to import permits. Motor vehicles of a free-on-board cost 
exceeding £600 have since November 1951, been on the restricted 
list of imports in respect of which special import permits are required.”’ 


Union of South Africa 
Restoration of Preferential Rates of Duty on Iron and Steel 


IN 1951 the Government of South Africa suspended Customs duties 
on iron and steel imports, and the United Kingdom industry thereby 
lost its preferences. In view of the improved availability of United 
Kingdom supplies, South Africa has now restored the duties (and 
with them the United Kingdom preference of 3 per cent. on Tariff 
Item 122 (c), (d) and (e), and on sheets and strips ex Tariff Item 
122 (b). 

The duties on Tariff Items 122 (a) and on iron and steel plates ex 
Tariff Item 122 (b) continue suspended. 

Eifect was given to this decision by Government Notice No. 2693 


published in the Union of South Africa Government Gazette of 
December 4, 1953, which amends Government Notice 2489 of 1951 


(see Board of Trade Journal of October 13, 1951, page 760).

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U.S. Control on Imports of Chinese 
and North Korean Origin 


URTHER to the notice in the Board of Trade Journal on 
January 24, 1953 (page 164), about the effects of the United States 
Foreign Assets Control Regulations on imports into the United 
States of goods originating in China and North Korea, the Board of 
Trade have now received advice of further additions to the list of 
regulated commodities. (Previous additions to the list of regulated 
commodities were notified in the Board of Trade Journal on May 2, 
page 913): 
Sub-paragraph (2) is extended to include :-— 
Aniseed (except when imported from Mexico, Spain and Turkey); 
Eggs, poultry : 
Whole in the shell, other than chicken ; 
Whole, dried ; 
Albumen, dried ; 
Yolks, dried ; 
Fur skins : 
Kolinsky (except when imported from the Republic of Korea); 
Jade stones, cut but not set and suitable for use in jewellery ; 
Silk, tussah. 
Sub-paragraph (3) is extended to include :-— 
Camphor, synthetic ; 
Camphor oil, synthetic ; 
Cane webbing. 
The item, 
“Hardwood Manufactures including furniture," is amended to read, 
“Hardwood manufactures, including furniture other than bentwood 
furniture.”’ 


United Kingdom exporters to the United States are again re- 
minded that merchandise originating in China or North Korea 
which has not been manufactured or processed beyond the stages 
mentioned in Item 1 of the notice of January 24, will be excluded 
from entry into the United States.

Modification of Danish Import 
Regulations 


OME relaxations in the Danish deposit scheme for textiles took 


effect from October 26, 1953, and were announced in the Board 
of Trade Journal on November 14, page 1039, and on November 21, 
page 1095. 

The Danish Ministry of Commerce have now given the following 
further details :— 

The special facility for small firms whereby importers of goods in 
Group I could obtain import licences up to a total of Kr, 20,000 
against a deposit of 90 per cent. has been amended in that the deposit 
has now been reduced to 30 per cent. 

Amounts deposited for permits issued before the new arrangements 
will be released in accordance with the regulations valid at the time of 
deposit. 

New forms for use when making the declaration of deposit have been 
issued and can be obtained by importers from Danish banks. 

Importers who have made deposits in accordance with the rules 
hitherto current and to whom the Import Licensing Office have not 
yet issued the corresponding licence, will be issued with licences in 
proportion to that part of the deposit sum required for a twelve 
months’ deposit. In such cases the residue of the deposit sum, which 
according to the earlier rules, should have been blocked for three 
months, will be released as soon as possible. 
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Canadian Customs Legislation 


BILL to amend the Customs Act has been introduced by the 
Canadian Government ito the House of Commons and the text 
of the Sections is given below :— 


“1. Section 35 of the Customs Act, Chapter 58 of the Revised Statutes of 
Canada 1952, is amended by adding thereto the following sub-section : 

(6) notwithstanding anything in this Act where the market price of any 
manufactured goods in the country of export has as the result of the 
advance of the season or the marketing period declined to levels that do 
not reflect, in the opinion of the Minister, their normal price, the value 
for duty shall be the amount determined and declared by the Minister to 
be the average price weighted as to quantity at which the like or similar 
goods were sold for consumption in the country of export during a reason- 
able period not exceeding six months immediately preceding the date of 
shipment of the goods to Canada. 

“2. This Act shall be deemed to have come into force on the 8th day of 
December, 1953, and to have applied to all goods imported or taken out of 
warehouse for consumption on or after that day and to have applied to goods 
previously imported for which no entry for consumption was made before 
that day.” 


New Import Restrictions in Thailand 


NNOUNCEMENTS were made in the Board of Trade Journal on 
November 28 (page 1144) and December 5, 1953, (page 1185) 
about new import restrictions in Thailand. 

The Board of Trade have now been informed that in the case of 
capital goods in course of manufacture overseas, goods ready or coming 
forward for shipment and financed otherwise than by letter of credit, 
and any other categories of goods already ordered, the Ministry of 
Economic Affairs in Thailand have invited the importers concerned to 
submit statements showing their position and have said that on receipt 
of these statements they will indicate their attitude towards granting 
import licences. 


Irish Republic 


Customs Tariff Amendment 


NOTICE No. 662, issued by the Irish Republic Revenue Com- 
missioners, announces that the Government have made an Order 
entitled Emergency Imposition of Duties (No. 319) (Pot Scourers) 
Order, 1953, which came into force on December 4, 1953. The 
effect of this Order is to extend the scope of the Customs duty of 
334 per cent. ad valorem (full rate), 228 per cent. ad valorem (Prefer- 
ential rate—United Kingdom and Canada) on metal pot scourers 
to include artificial plastic pot scourerg and steel wool. Tariff Ref. 
No. 179/1, as amended, reads as follows :

THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded various Notifications which modify India’s import
